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SUPPLEMENTAL RESPONSE TO NOTICE OF ALLOWANCE

The 
Examiner also discussed with applicants' representative her position that a registered patent 
agent or registered patent attorney must sign any statement under 37 C.F.R. §1.82 1(f) regarding 
the content of machine readable Sequence Listings filed with an application. Applicants' 
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representative pointed out that 37 C.F.R. §1.82 1(f) does not mention such a requirement. 
Nevertheless, to put the application in condition for allowance, applicants submitted on April 15 
a statement under 37 C.F.R. §1.82 1(f) signed by a registered patent attorney.
